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Translation Notes 


Tanabata festival, p.5T- 

"Tanabata," which literally translates to "the seventh evening," is a Japanese summer 
festival that comes from the Chinese Qixi Festival. It is most commonly held on July 
seventh, with several events occuring for the rest of the month. This is because, as 
legend goes, the deities Orihime and Hikoboshi can only meet once a year, on this 
night. The story revolves around Princess Orihime, the daughter of Tentei, the King 
of the Sky. She is skilled at weaving, and spends all her days hard at work. Because 
she is sad that she does not have time to meet a partner, Tentei introduces her to 
Hikoboshi, a boy who is talented at cowherding. When the two meet and fall in love, 
they forgo their weaving and cowherding, which upsets Tentei. The King forbids them 
from seeing each other ever again, but is later moved by his daughter's pleas, and 
so, he allows the couple to meet on the seventh day of the seventh month. Orihime 
is represented by the star Vega, and Hikoboshi is represented by the star Altair. 

In addition to the festival, it is custom for people to write their wishes on strips of 
paper and hang them on bamboo.
